EFFECT OF LIGHTNING ON TREES. 


A Swiss savant named Calladon has 


made some interesting observations in 
regard to tbe effect produced on differ- 
ent kinds of trees by lightning. In tbe 
neighborhood of Geneva Lake, where 
hese observations were made, the pop- 
ar tree suffered least by lightning, 
eerning to conduct it away rapidly. 
)aks when struck, lose the tops. Elms 
are as little injured as poplars. Calla- 
lon has found that young pear trees re- 
cover from the effects of ^lightning, but 
ild ones die — which seems to be a proof 
hat young trees are better conductors. 
The practical conclusion that he draws 
"rom this is that the poplar trees may 
erve us lightning-rods when planted 
near houses, provided care be taken to 
aonnect tho lower part of the trunk with 
a well or moist ground by means of a 
trong metal plate buried in the «arth. 
Vithout thii precaution the eccentric 
urrent may leave the tree and take an- 
ther direction. This happened in one 
asc, where it took an oblique course 
hrough the house in order to reach a 
neighboring puddle. If the ground 
water is not very deep, this is not nec- 
sssary, as on river banks and in valleys,
